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ABSTRACT 

This bibliography, one of a series prepared for use 
in training, has as its main topic Latin America. It is divided into 
two main sections. The first includes general inf orrriation about Latin 
America — history, government, education and intellectual trends, 
military, religion, the arts, and international relations* The second 
contains sections on each of the Latin American Countries, which 
includes citations on history and general background, the economy, 
government and political dynamics, and international relations. There 
is a list of additional bibligraphies and an author index completing 
the document.
